If God opened the ears of the 
people to discipline in years past, 
surely He will in these days of 
the “‘latter rain.’” 


Discipline means training, sub- 
jection to control, military regu- 
lation, chastisement. This was 
manifested in many of our fore- 
fathers and was made more 
prominent in the life and teach- 
ings of Jesus. Note the manner 
in which He sent out the Seven- 
ty (Luke 10) and the feeding of 
the five thousand (Matt. 14 :16- 
20.) It was the manner in 
which the multitude was arrang- 
ed that enabled them to 
ved without trouble. 


When not a few were to be 
healed they were placed along 


the side of the street in position 
so that the shadow of the apostle 


Peter could fall upon all as he 
passed by. 

It is true indeed that diseipline 
is the foundation of success in 
any undertaking, and when we 
come to think about it, it has its 
originin the home. Notice first, 
“training.”?’ Solomon said, 
Train up a child in the way he 
should go; and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it.”’—- 
Prov. 22:6. We infer from this 
statement that if a child is prop- 
erly taught when young and ten- 
der, when he becomes a man he 
will be capable of filling his place 
as he should. 


be ser- 


Show mea home where there 
is no discipline, no training, and 
I will show you a disagreeable 
home. Why? Because God has 
ordained that the home should 
be the nursery, comparatively 
speaking, where the little plants 
are trained to grow straight and 
kept pruned up so when trans- 
planted they can begin at once 
to develope into a nice tree. So 
will the child, if properly train- 
ed, be qualified to meet the du- 
ties of a “grown up.’’ He will 
be trained how to talk, dress, act 
and conduct himself in a man- 
nerly way. The saddest picture 
that can be seen is a home 
where training has been neglect- 
ed. 

Second, ‘‘Subjection’’—under 
contro]. If the proper training 
has been given it will not be a 
difficult matter to control a child. 
If you have trouble controlling 
your child, think a moment and 
see if you have done vour part 
toward him. Solomon also said 
to spare not the rod. If you 
love your child as you should 
you will see that he obeys you 
in every particular. 

Third. ‘‘Military regulation.’’ 
Note the time spent in regulat- 
ing and training the soldiers that 
they may be successful in what 
they undertake. Surely parents 
should take more pains with 
their little ones than the govern- 
ment does with its men. 

Fourth. ‘‘Chastisement.”’ This 
is the means often resorted to in 
order to enforce subjection and 
submission. Somebody says, ‘I 
just can’t control my children as 
l should, they are so bad.’”? We 
know these are the days when 
children are more disobedient 
than ever before (2 Tim. 3:2,) 
but God has provided in every 
age just what is needed to carry 
out His will. 

If discipline is enforced in our 
homes the young generation will 
have a clearer conception of 
what Ohristianity is and the 
church will prosper more, for we 
will be prompt at our post. 

O Lord, open our ear to disci- 
pline that we may be successful 
in this race!

The Speaking in Tongues, Scriptural. A 


Bible Reading on’ The Subject. 


sAM. C, 


‘And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; in my name 
shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues.” 
Mark 16:17. 

This speaking in new tongues, 
or other tongues, is set forth by 
the Savior Himself, as accom 
panying the miraculous manifes- 
tations of the preaching of the 
gospel when it was set forth in 


its greatest fulness upon earth. | 


There is nolow water mark,or eb- 
bing tide about this, it represents 
the religion of Jesus Christ at its 
best, and in its greatest might 
and power. 


“But when the Oomforter is 


come, whom I will send unto you | 


from the Father, even the Spirit 
of truth, which proceedeth from 
the Father, he ‘shall testify of 
me.” John 15:26. 

The Holy Ghost, who is about 
to come tothe hearts of believers 
in His fulness to bring in an ex- 
perience long promised, must 
have a definite showing, or mani- 
festation, so it is said ‘the shall 
testify.’”? Other things marvel- 
ous and miraculous had been 
done through the followers of 
the Lord. They had left all to 
follow Him, His life was mani- 
fested to and in them, they had 
suffered for Him, had seen, the 
working of miracles, but now 
the Holy Spirit, the Comforter is 
to be given and when He comes 
shall be known because He shall 
testify or speak of Jesus and His 
work.

They are God’s people, and wait 
for the full bestowment of His 
power, what right have they to 
refuse God in this any more than 
in anything else? If He desires 
to speak through them, it 1s His 
right. So He moved upon them, 
and spake through them by His 
Spirit, and for the same reason 
He speaks through His own to- 
day. 

‘*And how hear we every man 
in our own tongue, wherein we 
were born?” Acts 2:8. 


They did not speak‘*Gibberish”’ 
or utter unintelligible sounds, as 
some would vainly charge today, 
but in the native tongues of this 
multitude from many couutries. 
Some say there was no speaking 
in other languages, but that the 
people were only made ¢o hear, 
but they said ‘‘We do hear them 
speak in our tongues.’’( Verse 11.) 
Surely no honest reader of God’s 
Word could mistake the plain 
sense of this passage. 

“For they heard them speak 
with tongues and magnify God.”’ 


Acts 10:46. . | 


This speaking in tongues was 
the same as at Pentecost, and 
God was magnified therein. If 
the tongues of Pentecost could 
be repeated once, why not many 
times? If they could be re- 
peated eight years after Pente- 
cost, why not two thousand vears 
after? Jesus Ohrist is said to be 
‘the same yesterday, today and 
forever,” Heb. 13:8, andif He 
has changed on one point what 
evidence have we that any of 
the other provisions laid by Jesus 
and His apostles are the same? 
If the foundation laid by Jesus 
and His apostles has been torn 
up or changed, how are we to 
build to it. 

‘*And when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Holy Ghost 
came on them; and they spake 
with tongues and prophesied.’’ 
Acts 19:6. 

Saint Paul was not even con- 
verted when at Pentecost the 
first manifestation of tongues 
was heard, but now it follows his 
ministry, twenty years

Strange Paul should have gotten

for the apostles at Pentecost. 

| “To another the working of 
|miracles; to another* prophesy- 
\ing; to another. discerning of 
‘spirits; to another the interpre- 
| tation of tongues: 

But all these worketh that one 
‘and the selfsame Spirit, dividing 
to every man severally as he 
Iwill” 1 Oor. 12:10,11. 

Here is a speaking in tongues 
that is classed with miracles, 
| prophecy, etc., wrought by the 
Spirit of God. Nothing could be 
counterfeit, spurious, or worth- 
less in such a class as this and 
from such a source. Surely the 
opposers to speaking in tongues 
could not fail to see that with 
God as its souree, and His best 


gifts its companions, a_ thing 
could not be bad. 
‘*And God set some in the 


church, first apostles, secondari- 
ly, prophets, thirdly teachers, 
after that miracles, then gifts of 
healings, helps, governments, di- 
versilies of tongues.

Ilave all the gifts of healing? 
do ali speak with tongues? do all 
interpret?”? 1 Gor. 12 :28,30. 

Again God takes a hand in 
speaking with tongues, and while 
setting in the church those pow- 
ers and gifts that are necessary 
to its establishment and main- 
tenance, such as apostles, pro- 
phets, teachers, healings,etc., He 


gives the power to speak in 
divers kinds of tongues. If ton- 


gues are so hateful, and to be 
shunned like an adder (accord- 
ing to the teachings of many 
modern professors) why did God 
give them to men and women 
who were beyond any 
mortals who ever lived on earth? 
When they asked bread did they 
get astone? No, by no means. 
They asked for bread! and receiv- 
ed it, and the speaking in ton- 
gues was a glorious heaven-sent 


blessed 


blessing that accompanied it. 
God’s best comes this way. 
“Though I speak with the 


tongues of men and of angels, 
and have not charity, I am_ be- 
come as sounding brass or a 
tinkling cymbal.”? 1 Cor. 18:1. 

As sacred as the speaking in 
tongues may be, like some other 
things, it may be indulged im- 
properly, or to the neglect of 
other things more important. It 
is not wise to exalt any gift or 
bestowment above the Master. 
He must be above all. 


“Hor he that speaketh in an 
unknown tongue, speaketh not 
unto men but unto God.” 1 QOor. 
14:2. 

If the exercise of tongues may 
be a channel of approach to God 
in any sense it must be counted 
‘a blessing. Nothing so used 
could be lightly esteemed. 

‘“‘He that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue edifieth himself.” 
1 Cor. 14:4. 

Whatever edifies a child of 
God has the stamp of heaven up- 
on it, unmistakably, and cannot 
be of Satanic origin. Of course 
the tongues that Satan produces 
could not bless God’s children. 
But the apostle is not dealing 
with such here. 

‘“*l would that ye all spake 
with tongues.’? (1 Cor. 14:5.) 

Many do not seem to realize 
that this was Paul’s attitude to- 
ward the speaking in tongues. 

“Wherefore let him that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue 
pray that he may _ interpret.’? 
1 Cor. 14:13. 

The apostle would regulate the 
use of speaking in tongues, not 
by putting it out, but by praying 
for interpretation. This is quite 
different from some opposers of 
today. 

“I thank my God that I speak 
with tongues more than ye ail.’’ 
1 Cor. 14:18. 

He surely must have found 
some good service for tongues, to 
be so much exercised therein. 
God has surely set His seal for- 
ever on this practice by blessing 
aman like this so much as He 
did.
